Aibany Schools 
Public Hearing 


The Albany Board of Education 
has designated its regular meet- 
ing on June 27 as a Public Hear- 
ing on proposals for the replace- 
ment of Marin School and the 
west wing and auditorium of 
Cornell School, which have been 
declared unsafe for use under 
conditions of severe earthquake, 
and which have become aban- 
doned with the close of school 
last Friday. 

Up for discussion will be the 
recommendations from the Citi- 
zens’ Advisory Committee, in- 
cluding the possible development 
of a ‘middle school” at Feeny 
Field (also known as Cougar 
Field), and a new proposal by 
Board member Jack Rosano (see 
article elsewhere on this page). 


The public is urged to attend 
to hear a discussion of the plans, 
as the Board must come to a con- 
clusion and make a decision in 
regards to a bond issue to be 
submitted to the voters at the

On New Scho 


Although the Albany Board of 
Education unanimously endorsed 
the plan of the Citizens’ Advisory 
Committee to eventually realign 
Albany Schools and create a new 
“middle school’’ (possibly at 
Feeny Field) for grades 6 
through 8, Board vice-president 
Jack Rosano has offered an al- 
ternate recommendation, which 
he claims could save the School 
District an estimated $1.4 million. 

Rosano proposes to house 
grades 7 through 12 at an en- 
larged Albany High School cam- 
pus, with grades K through 6 in 
the reconstructed Cornell and 
Marin schools, 

The pian, according to its au- 
thor, takes several important 
things into consideration. ‘First 
of all,” Rosano stated, ‘I feel it 
definitely would meet the educa- 
tional goals of the District, It 
also takes into consideration the 
current and future population 
trends of this community, and it 
most assuredly takes advantage 
of our existing facilities and the 
resources of the community.” 

Rosano stated that in his opin- 
ion, if the Board should support 
such a proposal, it would bring 
unity to the community and help 
pass. a November bond election 
Uhat “would get our children out 
of double sessions and back into 
the educational environment they 
ire entitled to." 

The plan would also, according | 
to his report to the Board, reduce 
the crowding of Cornell and Ma- 
rin schools (by removing 7th 
graders to Albany High School) 
and maintain “neighborhood 
school’. areas for primary chil- 
dren. 

By revising and/or modifying 
elass scheduling and staffing at 
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ol Proposal 


the high school, a Junior High 
ochool curriculum could be cre- 
ated for the 7th and 8th grades, 
and a Senior High School curric- 
ulum for 9, 10, 11 and 12 grades. 

A much needed additional gym 
and multi-purpose area could be 
proviued, between the existing 
gym and the swimming pool, as 
well as a much needed multi- 
media center (adjacent to the 
north wing of the school, on 
Thousand Oaks Blvd., which 
could also be used by the com- 
munity. 

The new proposal has been 
turned over to a group of dis- 
trict administrators and others, 
including architect William Cor- 
lett, for evaluation. A report on 
the plan will be submitted at the 
June 27 Board meeting. 

The public is urged to attend 
this meeting, which will be held 
at 7:30 p.m, in the Cornell School 
cafeteria, to express their feel- 
ings, as the Board must make its 
final decision on the November 
bond election by July 11.
